A receut Washington dispatch contains 


the following relative to Fort Bidwell io 
Surprise Valley. 


A short time ago the War Department 


decided not to abandon Fort Bidwell (Cal ) 
MiliUry Koservntion because of reprcSeuta- 
tiODB made by James Peterson and others 
m that neighborhood that the Pmte Indians 
were restless and the people around Fort 
Bidwell felt unsafe without military pro- 
tection. Since deciding not to abandon 
the reservation, representations were made 
by artny officers to the effect that there was 
absolutely no danger from the friendly 
Plate Indians, and that Fort Bidwell was a 
useless military reservation. 
Special In- 


dian Agent Frank D. Lewis was detailed to 
investigate the real situation, and has 
made a report to the Interior Department, 
of which tbe following is an extract: 


AGENT LEWIS' BEPOBr. 


' In case of trouble Fort Bidwell would 


have a controlling influence over the coun- 
try lying wtst of Pine Forest and Black 
Book Mountains in Oregon. 
East of these 


ranges troops could be more easily placed 
by way o£ Winnemuuca, which ia seventy- 
five miles south of old Fort McDermit, or 
fiom points on the Oregon short line in 
Idaho 
The presence of troops at Fort 


Bmwell would, undoubtedly, hold in check 
both tbe ludtuus and lawless whites, and I 
must unhesitatingly say tuut, in view of the 
general state of restlessness among tbe In- 
dians all over the country, it is unwise to 
neglect any method that might be adopted 
to guard againat trouble. I, therefore, 
recommend that Fort Fiiwell be regarn- 
soued. 


ASSISTING THE INDIANS. 


"Some plan of assisting these people 


with food and clothing must be adopted, if 
they aro ever to ba turned mlo self-sustain- 
ing citi/ens, by means of gaming then 
livelihood by farming or stock-raising in 
the country thoy now live iu. They must 
have patient training, and must be supplied 
with land and water. This land and water 
can only bo obtained by purchase, for, as I 
have previously stated, all the available 
water has boon appropriated. 
I recom- 


mend either that a sub-agency be estab- 
lished for these Indians or some officer 
from Fort Bidwell be specially delegated 
and instructed to look attar their interests, 
and that measures be taken to secure lands 
for them, eilhsr by purchase or otherwise. 


•WHAT MIGHT BE DONE. 


"In this connection I will say that while 


all the lands lhat can be irrigated from 
natural water sources are now in the bunds 
of the whites, there are a number of tracts 
that could be made available if money 
could ba had to develop water supplies. 
Further, >ome provision should be made 
for judiciously helping these Indians viith 
food dnnng portions of the year when they 
era unable to obtain work, thus obviating 
the necessity for tueir depredations on set- 
tlers' herds and homes 
Some educational 


work should be undertaken. They are too 
scattered and live in too small bands to 
make it possible to start day schools among 
them, and I fear the task of securing tbe 
attendance of their children at training 
schools 16 a monumental one, if not among 
one ot those impossible to accomplish '
